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Public  Conveniences 

During  the  year  authority  was  received  to  improve  the  condition  of 
our  public  conveniences  which  had  got  into  a  very  dilapidated  condition.  Repair 
and  painting  work  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  is  progressing. 
Additional  conveniences  are  still  required  for  the  sea  front.  All  existing  con¬ 
veniences  including  those  taken  over  from  the  Parks  Committee  have  been 
cleansed  and  washed  down  daily  with  a  disinfectant  solution.  Attendants  are 
engaged  for  the  main  conveniences  during  the  summer  months. 


Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  throughout  the  Borough  from  the  same  three  sources 
as  previously — our  own  reservoir,  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  and  Cleveland  Water 
Company.  We  still  continue  to  receive  complaints  of  the  extreme  hardness  of 
the  water  supplied  from  the  east  end  of  our  area.

Rat  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919 

During  the  year  two  campaigns  have  been  carried  out.  In  the  first  one 
497  Manholes  were  baited  and  162  Poison  Takes  were  recorded.  In  the  second 
campaign  90  Manholes  were  baited  and  five  Poison  Takes  were  recorded.  Sausage 
Rusk  and  Bread  were  the  two  baits  used  and  zinc  phosphide  and  arsenic  were 
the  poisons  used.  The  total  number  of  rats  killed  was  estimated  at  2,490.  During 
the  year  85  complaints  of  rats  and  fifteen  of  mice  have  been  dealt  with.  In  the 
cases  or  rats  either  zinc  phosphide  and  arsenic  or  red  squill  were  used  as  poison, 
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in  the  case  of  mice  trapping  was  resorted  to,  by  these  means  the  best  results 
were  obtained.  The  refuse  tip  is  periodically  treated  by  poisoning,  gassing  and 
trapping,  and  I  can  definitely  state  that  this  can  now  be  classed  as  a  minor 
infestation. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  public  are  becoming  more  helpful  to  such 
an  extent  that  any  signs  of  rats  are  immediately  reported  to  the  office.  A  record 
is  kept  by  means  of  a  card  system  of  all  complaints  of  rats  and  mice,  this  is 
found  to  be  a  great  help  if  a  second  visit  has  to  be  carried  out. 


Summer  Camps 

Three  Camping  Grounds  are  licensed  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  All  are  provided  with  adequate  sanitary  arrangements  and 
are  well  kept. 


Disinfestation 

During  the  year  132  premises  were  dealt  with  under  this  heading.  Action 
was  by  spraying  with  a  D.D.T.  solution  and  if  necessary  second  treatments  were 
given. 


Markets 

Saturday  continues  to  be  market  day  in  Redcar  and  many  more  stall¬ 
holders  are  now  using  the  market.  Cleansing  of  this  area  is  carried  out  im¬ 
mediately  after  stalls  are  removed  each  Saturday  night. 


Housing 

Co-operation  is  still  maintained  with  the  Housing  Committee  with  the 
investigation  of  cases  under  review  for  house  allocation.  During  the  year  2,524 
cases  were  investigated. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

Slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  food  is  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Slaughter  House,  Middlesbrough,  and  distributed  by  the  local  Butchers’  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  vans  used  for  distribution  have  been  much  improved.  Constant 
supervision  is  kept  both  on  the  vans  and  at  the  main  depot.  During  the  year

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


This  service  includes  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  Street  Cleansing, 
Gully  Cleansing,  Sewer  Flushing  and  the  recovery  of  Salvage  Materials. 


Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  the  collection  has  greatly  improved  by  the  introduction 
of  a  regular  weekly  collection  of  all  household  and  trade  refuse.  During  the 
summer  months  Cafes,  Boarding  Houses  and  Fish  Shops  are  given  a  daily 
collection.  The  improvement  in  this  service  has  meant  an  increase  in  the  cost. 
The  benefit  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view  cannot  be  measured  in  terms 
of  cost. 


Refuse  Disposal 

We  continue  to  use  the  Disposal  Site  on  the  Trunk  Road  where  controlled 
tipping  is  in  operation.  The  tip  is  quickly  becoming  filled  up  and  I  estimate  it 
will  suffice  our  needs  up  to  about  July,  1950.
